to aid in the reorranization of that country's army. In July 1948 
Mitsenov attempted to enter an area controlled by the Greek puaerrillas 
near tho Greek-Yuzoslev border; le was turned buck by foree anu con= 
ducted to Belsrade by Yucoslav authorities. Mitsenov left for Hungary 
and finally for Albunia during the tine Soviet citizens were under 
surveillance in Yugoslavia.
